Supreme Justices Put the 
Commerce Court Right. 


Ite Function Not to arene 


Mat |Juriadiction ‘Defined in a 


Series of Decisions. 


YA. P. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—With the 
declaration that me Commerce Court 
was not to substitute itself for the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
in deciaion after decision today re- 
versed the Commerce Court and up- 
held the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. The principal decisions were 
announced by Chief Justice White and 
concurred in by the entire court. 

Chief Justice White declared that 
the law creating the Commerce Court 
did not grant new powers to it over 
the decisions of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, but merely sought 
to co-ordinate and simplify the pow- 
ers then existing in the Federal 
courts. 


The construction which the Com- 
merce Court had placed on its juris- 
diction, the Chief Justice asserted, 
would wipe out the great object 
sought to be accomplished by the in- 

commerce laws, and would 
result in great disorder and confusion.

Sev- 
eral days ago, they arrived in Paris, 
and the minister was stricken with 
appendicitis. An operation was the 
only hope of saving his life. He failed 
to rally and succumbed in a hospital. 

Mr. Hough was 46 years old. 
He came to Los Angeles a number of 
years ago. He was engaged in busi- 
ness enterprises for several years and 
later was manager of a local commer- 
cial college. He began his study for 
the ministry in the late 90’s. His frat 

was Vincent Methodist Church, 
this city, where he remained « 
short time. In 1900 he was called to 
the First Methodist Church as agsoci- 
ate pastor with Rev. R. 8. Cantine. 
He remained two years and then ac- 
cepted a call to the California-street 
M. E. Church. San Francisco. Two 
years later he accepted the pastorate 
of Grace M. E. Church, the largest 
church in San Francisco. He served 
five years as pastor of Grace Church. 

He was one of the best known 
and most popular ministers in Call- 
fornia, and a loveable character. He 
was wholesouled and genial in his 
Gealings with his fellow men, and a 
splendid type of Christian. He pos- 
sessed high ideals of citizenship and 
took an active part in civic affairs 
without letting it interfere with his | 
church work.

When, long ago, as some of us remember, Los 
Angeles was an adobe town in the center of the 
“cow country,” there was not much danger of 
being run over excepting by a broncho team on 
the rampage. 

Les Angeles in the present year of grace is a 

at metropolitan city, and during the time of 
* growth and various developments has been 
forced to adopt a good many reformatory meas- 
It is only a few years since a discussion arose 
as to which side of the street the cars should 
stop at. They had been stopping at the “far 
side.” That is, the car went over the street 
crossing before stopping to let off and take on 
passengers. There was a good deal of trouble 
about the operation, accidents occurring from 
time to time. The Times in an editorial article 
advised a practical change, urging that it would 
be much more convenient if the cars were to 
stop on the near side of the street. 

The writer of the article now before the 
readers of The Times wrote the one referred to, 
and therefore remembers a very serious objec- 
tion made to the new proposition by those man- 
aging the street railroads. These persons very 
soon after the change was made acknowledged 
they had been wrong and The Times right. 

Well, Los les is like time and tide, and 
refuses to wait for any man (or woman, either, 
although she be a suffragétte.) She goes on her 
way like Shakespeare’s royal lady, “in maiden 
meditation, fancy free.” And as she grows—fas- 
ter than “a house afire” or even a prairie fire, 
which beats a house as a hare does a snail—things 
necessarily have to change. So borrowing from 
her elder sisters, native and foreign: born, who 
have reached the stature of municipal giants, or 
giantesses as you please, we have now a “traffic 
squad.” They are about the “finest of the fine” 
in their brown uniforms, big, strapping, square- 8 
shouldered, stand-up men, who Whistle to the 
street cars and other wheeled things, giving per- 
mission now to the east-bound, now to those go- 
ing south, then to the westerly car, and again 
to the one bound northward, to move in due or- 
der. We say this is a necessity, and it has 
proved the usefulness and wisdom of the inno- 
vation. 

The change was made in the interest of the 
traveling public as a whole, and not least of the 
one who uses “shanks’ mares” as a means of lo- 
comotion. Of all those who move about, the 
pedestrian is in greatest danger, and needs and 
gets most protection—from every one but him- 
sélf or herself as the case may be, especially 
herself. While cars, automobiles, animal-pro- 

lled vehicles and even the irresponsible small 

y on the wheel, who always goes hell-bent. 
when he can, and sometimes reaches his destina- 
tion, stands still waiting for the whistle of the 
traffic man, the pedestrian rushes headlong, re- 
gardless. By pedestrian may be meant the small 
boy or even one of the deadlier species of the 
race, a woman in hobble skirts so tight that she 
couldn't do the old cinder-track stunt called the 
heel and toe,” and these wait for nobody. : 

Now we have got to have another step directly | 
forward by way of necessary and mes: desirable 
reform. e pedestrian, whatever the sex, the 
age, previous condition of servitude or present 
condition of locomotive ability, whether wearing 
“pants” or petticoats, should be arrested at every 
street corner in the congested part of the city and 
made to await the signal of the traffic man as if 
he were traveling on wheels instead of having all 
these things of spokes and felloes, hubs and tires 
in his head. 5 

We did not ourselves invent the ref al- 
ready in practice, being too young and giddy, so 
all other cities elder born and with longer expe- 
rience had gotten ahead of us. Neither is this 
proposed reform of home manufacture, but im- 
ported for home consumption. 

It has been found necessary in all densely- 
populated cities, for the safety of life and limb, to 
arrest estrians as well as those traveling 
otherwise at congested street corners and await 
the signal to cross.

Years ago, when the railroads in keeping with 
other industries were in an undeveloped state, the

This rail was spiked to longitudinal 
stringers. This construction is sometimes used 
— in small affairs, and is known as a strap rail- 
The rail of today is a heavy steel girder six 
inches high, and weighs from ninety*to 100 
pounds per yard. This fail is made in lengths of 
thirty-three feet.

Instead of the stringer we now have cross ties 
about two or three feet apart, and the rails are 
strongly spiked to these “sleepers.” A good 
many roads are now using screw spikes to fasten 


the rail to the ties, a device very generally in use 


in France. 

The English rail is described as oblong-shaped, 
held in a chair with a wedge, and differs from the 
American rail in being cast in much smaller sec- 
tions. Of course on the short lines of Europe 
where loads are much lighter than in America,

But the law deals with individuals, not with 
races nor nationalities, This is a characteristic 
of the laws of all properly - constituted govern- 
ments.

Only a part 
of the energy of the fuel burned under a boiler is avail- 
able for. mechanical work, the efficiency of an engine 
being dependent upon the kind of fuel used, the princi- 
ples of construction followed in building the engine, 
and other factors. The problem of determining the 
efficiency of An engine—that is, how much of the theo- 
retical energy of the fuel is available for mechanical 
work—is a matter of great importance. It is equally in- 
teresting to ascertain the efficiency of the living engine 
—the body—and to ascertain the extent to which it con- 
verts the energy of food into effective muscular work. 
This problem has been studied with the respiration 
calorimeter and important data secured. 

“One piece of apparatus used in experiments with the 
respiration calorimeter is known as the bicycle ergo- 
meter, because it is built somewhat' like a bicycle to 
utilize the powerful leg muscles, atid because by its use 
the activity of the man may be controlled and accu- 
rate meastre obtained of the amount of muscular work 
actually performed. The man works upon this appa- 
ratus in the cliamber of the calorimeter, and his out- 
put of carbon dioxide, water, and heat, and his consump- 
tion of oxygen are carefully measured: These same 
factors are also determined for the same person in 
other experiments in which no muscular work is done 
on the ergometer.

“In three such tests with five different | nen the effi- 
ciency was 18 per cent. in one case, while the general 
‘average for all the tests was 20.8 per cent. There were 
some differences in individuals with respect to this fac- 
tor, but the agreement in all cases was suffidient to 
warrant the statement that the efficiency of the aver- 
age man performing muscular work is at least 20 per 
cent. 

“In this respect man compares favorably with the 
best steam engines. It is safe to say that the average 
efficiency of these doés not exceed 14 per cent. Some 
types of internal combustion engines develop an effi- 
ciency of more than double that, but they are excep- 
tions. Moreover, in the case of the steam engine there 
appears to be a certain rate of work at which it will 
develop its greatest efficiency, but in the case of man it 
was shown that with one subject at least an increase in 
the load did not materially affect the efficiency of the 
body as a machine.

“Strangely enough, however, there is apparently 0 no 
corresponding transformation of matter and energy by 
the body in the two cases.

A college student 
took an examination that required considérable mental 
effort. The elimination of carbon dioxide, water, and 
heat, and the consumption of oxygen were measured. 
Subsequently, the same factors were measured for the 
same student during the same period in which all the 
conditions except that of mental work were as nearly as 
possible identical with those during the examination — 
period. The work was repeated with other students, 
and altogether twenty-two such experiments were made, 
and this led to the conclusion that the same waste

Proving Value of Cheese. oes

Both the numbers of errors and 
the frequency of.corrections are taken into account. 
He states that since there are practically no errors due 
to ignorance, made by pupils must be attributed 
‘to “exhaustion of the psycho-physical mechanism, as 
manifested by reduced attention and weakened 
memory.” Corrections, he considers as symptoms of 
physiological fatigue, bodily lassitude, and consequent 
reduction of the field of vision, and diminution of 
visual power. In order to gauge the spontaneous dimi- 
nution of mental power during the work. Mr. Lorentz 
has made his experiments with and without the use of 
the anti-kenotoxine. 

Each pupil receives a sheet containing the tasks to 
be solved, and works them out at his teacher's bidding. 
Upon finishing, he rises from his seat. Four lessons of 
various kinds are assigned to the pupil. Before the first 
one is undertaken, an arithmetical exercise is given to 
be solved. Another is given after the fourth lesson. 
The initial exercise, he states, is completed by three 
pupils in five minutes, by thirty-three in eight minutes, 
and by sixteen pupils in ten minutes. The exercise 
undertaken after the fourth lesson, without application 
of the anti-kenotoxine, is completed by one pupil in five 
minutes, by twenty-seven in eight minutes, and. by 
twenty-three in ten minutes. Obviously, the increase 
of time required for solution, after what is equivalent to 
half a day’s school work, may be ascribed to men 
fatigue... 

After vaporizing some anti-kenotoxine in the class 
room, before the second set of exercises, three pupils 
were found to accomplish the task in three minutes, 
thirty-one in four minutes, while only one required ten 
minutes. of minimal quantities of anti- 
kenotoxine, the antidote of fatigue, into the organs of 
respiration will thus be seen to have effected a most 
striking improvement in the efficiency of practically all 
of the pupils. As well as quickening the powers, it im- 
proves the quality of the work, the number of errors 
and corrections being reduced. And it is this anti- 
kenotoxine that the system manufactures when in a 
state of exhaustion, to restore the body to a state of 
equilibrium. But it cannot manufacture this to any 
appreciable degree until the body is allowed repose, 
when the work of restoration goes on very quickly. 


The Brain and the Stomach. 

It is but a natural conclusion of reason that the 
dietary of the man or woman of sedentary habits and 
intellectual pursuits should be somewhat different from 
that of the one who labors with bone and brawn. In 
all of the bodily functioning 
N The wear and tear of the cells and tis- 
sues create a demand in the system for fresh material 
with which to build them. The stomach is in a con- 
dition to take care of a.larger amount of food than un- 
der ordinary circumstances. It will digest it safely, 
and assimilation will be commensurate with the needs 
of the system. Of course, if physical labor has been 
pursued to the extent of over-exhausting the body it 
is better not to eat until it has been well rested. Food, 
taken into the system when it is spent with fatigue, 
will not readily digest, but will lie on the stomach to 
cause gastric disturbances, and interfere with sleep at 
night. 

The identical process will take place with the brain 
worker who overloads his stomach. His occupation 
necessitates his sitting still for long periods of time. 
The blood is drawn to his brain in such a constant

Bouillon, a 
lamb chop or a couple of eggs,.a small baked potato, 
and some spinach, with a glass of fresh milk or butter- 
milk, and some light dessert is an ideal lunch, and 
one from which the subject will most likely arise re- 
freshed. If he is fond of soup, and can obtain some 
that is properly made with vegetables, a well-filled 
bowl of this, with the milk and dessert, will probably 
satisfy him, and will not be productive of undesirable 
Tesults. 

When the day’s work is done, and the mind is re- 
leased from its strain, the subject should refresh his 
toilet, take a walk, and then sit down to his dinner. 
What he shall eat must be regulated not alone by his 
desires, but by what his experience has taught him will 
best agree with his peculiarities of constitution. The 
warnings which he must heed are not to overeat, to 
avoid alcoholic stimulants as deterrents to digestion, 
and not to drink tea or coffee if he is in any degree of 
a volatile or nervous temperament. The one great 
desideratum is that he comes to his bed at peace with 
his nerves, at peace with his stomach. For he must 
remember that nothing should disturb the complete 
relaxation of his brain; and that unless his body is in 
every way relaxed, the brain is disturbed. The brain 
goes to sleep first; then sleep passes downward, closing 
the ears, dulling the senses, down the spinal column 
until the entire body is lulled. Sometimes when sleep 
arrives at the stomach, the stomach sets up a great 
Shout: “Here! get out of this! I've still some food 
to take care of. I can't go to sleep.” Then sleep flies | 
affrighted up the stairs of the spinal column, rushes 
into the chambers of the brain, turns on the electric 
lights—and it's all up until Mr. Stomach shall have 
finished his work.

{New York Sun:] Certain of the reservation Indians 
still cling to the calendar of their ancestors. The Indian 
method was to compute time by sleeps and moons. A 
sleep is twenty-four hours, and a moon is a month. 
There is also a midmoon, where the sun is at 12 
o’clock, meridian. This hour is indicated by pointing 
overhead, 
When an Indian pointed quarter way up the sky he 
meant 9 o’clock; when he pointed quarter way down he 
meant 3 o'clock. Sunrise was the eastern horizon and 
sunset the western. Night was indicated by holding 
the hands together, palms downward, stretching out the 
arms and nolding the body and head bent forward. 
When there was a moon the time was indicated in the 
same way as was the sun. Were ar Indian asked the 
distance to a certain place, or how far he had come, 
he would say so many sleeps or days travel. A sleep, 
as describing distance, was about thirty-five miles when 
walking deliberately, or from fifty to seventy-five miles 
if going in haste with a message.

Some Historic Incidents. 
MOMENTOUS EVENTS IN DEMOCRATIC 


NATIONAL CONVENTIONS. 
By P 0 E. Ellis. ‘ 4 
History has been made in a moment at Deiiocratic 
national conventions. National characters have been 
made and unmade by a single flight of oratory. 
Scarcely has a convention passed without the occur 
rence of an incident which had part in the campaign 
which followed the gathering. 

It was during the Democratic convention of 1860 that 
a most tragic incident occurred. The convention met 
in Front Street Theater, Baltimore. There was intense 
excitement and interest, and the theater was besieged 
by a vast throng pressing for admission. Many of the 
spectators were ladies. 

On the fourth day of the convention, in the midst of 
the proceedings, the New York and Pennsylvania dele- 
gations began gradually to sink out of sight, the floor 
giving way under them. The noise was such as to lead 
some to think that pistols had been fired, and the wild- 
est panic began. Disaster was averted largely through 
the coolness of the chairman, Caleb Cushing, who stood 
At his post, pounded with his gavel and cried for order. 
A temporary floor had been laid above the pit“ of the 
theater to make the whole floor level, and it was a por- 
tion of this that had given away. m | 

During the convention of 1848, which met at the 
Universalist Church, Baltimore, a great calamity was 
narrowly escaped. The large auditorium was crowded 
to suffocation. A pew broke in the crowded gallery, 
or the gallery settled, producing a crash which started 
a panic, in which many jumped from the windows. 

At the convention of 1832, in Warfield’s Church, Bal- 
timore, May 22, an alarm of fire was given and several 
persons jumped from the windows and were hurt. 

In the Democratic convention of 1844 there were 
scenes of intense excitement. Men spoke and shouted

City Gardens, 


CEPT BY WOODLANDS. 
OW many dwellers in the city really have a gar- 
den? Very few indeed. An open stretch of lawn 
un front, skirted by a border of roses or other 
plants is not a garden any more than an open road- 
stead is a harbor, for a garden should favorably com- 
pare with the latter in spirit—protection, snugness, se- 
clusion, privacy, comfort. Nearly all our well-todo 
have a small lot, a large house, set well back so that 


clothes line, and “the garden” lies between the house 
and the street. It ts ever of the look-at-me type, and 
altogether meaningless and uninteresting, frequently 
almost disgusting in its inappropriate planting and glar- 
ing violations of all rules of art. The best, most in- 
teresting, satisfying, and “sufficient” gardens in Los 
Angeles belong to salaried owners or people of like 
means. They are also inclosed with fences or hedges; 
frequently with both, or at least with fence and artistic 
border plantation. When in one of these gardens the 
visitor unconsciously but instantly feels the charm of 
privacy—in a little world of itself—even though in the 
heart of a great city.
